This wai 
done and elevation were leveled 
tnd brought into symmeter) How 
cvci , i remnant oi the i 
may still be observed to the south <>i 
the main building. The front <>f this 
building faced land sloping flown to 
the Hudson, presenting i wild mass 
ui wood; different from 

the beautiful park now being laid out 
bj the < ity as ■ branch <>f Port w 
Ington Park. The property formed an 
Important part of Carmansville, which 
had all the ai pe< I oi .1 village with 
1. n mis, truck gardens, manors, cow 

paths, lanes, stone fences. The orig- 
inal grounds extended from die Hud> 
mi eastward to Kingsbridge Road, 
(now St. Nicholas Avenue); the vil- 
lage post office was in Fay and New- 
ton's Grocery store on 10th (now 
Amsterdam) Avenue and 158th Street, 
while Johnson's Drug store was a 
block further south. As in olden times, 
Trinity Cemetery is at 15.?rd-155th 
Street and the same Avenue, the 
Methodist Church still remains at 
153rd Street, but the Presbyterian 
Church has moved a few doors west 
of its old location at the corner of 
155th Street and Amsterdam Avenue, 
while the Chapel of the Intercession 
is now within Trinity Cemetery, hav- 
ing moved thence from l.SKth Street 
and Broadway. Of the old landmarks 
the Jumel Mansion and Fanwood have 
remained, but now the need for more 
area space and modern buildings has 
made necessary the removal of the 
school to another site, where it will 
have a greater opportunity to increase 
its grand record as a school for the 
education of the deaf of New York. 



Last month a meeting of the 
American Council of Education was 
held at Washington, D. C. Its mem- 
bership includes nearly all of the 



national and regional associati on s and 
is over 400. There was a variety of 
discussion upon educational topics all 
seeking to attain the goal of improve- 
ment in lines of educational activities. 
Some of the needs of a teacher's 
education was suggested as being an 
Understanding of human nature and 
a democratic society. The work of 
the future is emphasised with regard 
to the activities of youth, and this 
points to the question of teacher 
education with the problems of child 
psychology, practice teaching in 
service education, the training of 
teachers and certification. It would 
seem that the profession of teaching 
(lie deal" is ahead of oilier systems 
in this direction to judge from the 

Increasing lists which appear in the 

American A minis, and which now is 
in.ii Ihe 800 mark. 

The problem id teacher training is 

considered as being of direct concern 
in the s.hooi system of the country. 

All problems should be studied with 

regard for the needs both of Indivi- 
duals whose growth is to be guided 

and i" sot letj Teachers arc expect- 
ed i" attain an understanding of 

human nature and ol the nature of 
democratic social organization. The 

test of performance can only be the 
extent to which pupils who are taught 
by these teachers meet the problems 
oi life satisfactorily to themslevi .mil 
with advantage to the commonwealth. 
H was evident from the trend of 
the discussions that the effectiveness 
of the motion picture was appreciated 
bj business long before it was recog- 
nized by educational authorities. The 
extent ol this effectiveness in meeting 
the objectives of education is shown 
by ihe results of the films proves 

whether they arc good or bad. If 

Sims are evaluated through expert 
tent, the problem solves itself, 
since every Individual has a way ol 
ng which enables him to deter- 
mine that such and smli a picture 
would prove useful in a particular 

gradue exercises So long as teachers 

and school systems are unaware of the 
objectives for which they are (eac h 
ing, just SO long will it be difficult 
to judge a film by ils results in terms 
of the objective for Which it is shown.

blind, for Governor of the state of 

Alabama, which was announced in the 

Alabama Messenger two month 

It was the first Instance of a superin- 
tendent of a slate school running foi 

the highest office of the state, and the- 
se hool papers thai commented cm the 
event evidenced the' same eagerm 

his success as did the Alabama si hool 
Mr. Kiddle had been through sev- 
eral political campaigns and he knew 
thai the latest in which he was pel 

suaded to i mdidate would 

be a most strenuous one. Not only 
bad hi' four able opponents in 1 1 1 • 
bill one of them whose' home is in the 
metropolis of the state- had made a 
good .snowing as a candidate for the 
Office ol governor in the' campaign just 

before tin Nevertheless our 

candidate raised and bore' with a 
spirit that knOWS no defeat, the banner 
under which rallied I large number of 
the best people of the stale. And so 
formidable an opponent did he piove 
to be that he bee ame the marked man 
of the Campaign the one the other 
leading candidates aimed to beat. In 
view ol this there is nothing to lament 
in his having fought what in a political 
sense proved to be a losing battle. 
The St rongest appeal in Mr. Rid- 

t andidacy was his record as a 

lor and as administrator of the 
Alabama Institute for the Deaf and 
blind. As State Senator from Talla- 
dega, he was responsible for the en- 
actment of a number of pieces of 
legislation that were sorely needed by 
the state schools. Notable among 
these legislative acts are the compul- 
sory attendance law and the changing 

of the classification of our schools by 

which they obtain their appropriations 
promptly and regularly, besides this 
Mr. Riddle has been instrumental in 
obtaining funds for a continued build- 
ing and improvement program such as 
the schools have never had before. 

Aside from his fine record as a 
e hool executive, Mr. Riddle has 
proved a real friend of the Alabama 
deaf — a friend, the like of whom they 
have never before had in political 
office. As a legislator he has looked 
afte-r their rights in the matter of tax 
exemptions and in regard to auto 

lie enses 

According to the returns of the 
recent election in Alabama, Mr. Rid- 
dle was a loser, but considering what 
he campaigned for and how, he came 
out a winner, for the cause he cham- 
pioned was thereby advanced and will 
ultimately triumph.

The early teachers who formed the 
pioneers in the profession of teaching 
the deaf knew thai h was important 
to prepare the children i<> comprehend 
the things thai were about them, to 
understand themselves as well as the 
happenings of the daily life about 
them, all of which called for mental 
development and the acquisition of 
language. Most of the male Instruc- 
tors were men of scholarly attain 

merits; they were not lied down to 

any one method, but kept to the 
principle that language is ■ system of 

expressing ideas, and as a urowlh in 
every mind it becomes indissoluhly 
associated with all mental operations; 

thai in teaching it. it is necessary to 

In I SUggeSt the thought and then 

the expression. The child, in acquir- 
ing its vernacular, must see the objet I 
before it learns the name, must per- 
form an action or see it performed 
before it understands I he form of 

words by which this action Is proper- 
ly described. What knowledge of 
language it doe; obtain, however, 
cmiies when I he given word closely 
follows the thought and is at ome 

associated with It, it is for this 
reason that deaf children are so long 

in arriving at a familiar, or even a 
cornel in. oi the language of their 

country, They lack the sense of 
bearing, and are from birth shut out 

from natural speech by this want ol 
hearing. The prOCeSS Ol Ihese early 
Instructors ((insisted in giving the 
pupil a direction In writing, and then 

requiring him to perform ii and to 

itate in writing what he did, thus 
compelling him to lake part in the 
action of Which he wrote. Where 
any one method failed, thev had re- 

course to combinations that wen- oi 
productive results. Especially was it 
their effort to give their pupils some 
Idee oi God, that they should dls- 

linj.mi.sh right from wrong, and choOSS 

io follow a virtuous life in preference 

in the vicious. 

The teat liings and influence of 

these earlier Instructors did no1 end 
with the classroom exercises; they 

followed their pupils beyond Ihe 
OO] lite and worked lor their wcl- 

fare, The outcome of their devotion 

was, in many respects, marvelous, and 

would Indicate thai the work being 

done in Ihe schools lodav is not so 
good as it oik e was. There is too 
much Mattering experimenting, loo 
mill b mere raking on Ihe IUI fat e. no 

delving Into the depths. The heights 
attained by many oi the pupils of 
ihe early teachers wen- superior to 
what is commonly achieved today in 

mot of Ihe schools, judging from the 

attainments ol deal men and women 

that tilled the rolls of the schools al 

Hartford, New York, Philadelphia, 

Kentucky and elsewhere.
